Presidio, 
Tex., 
Jan. 
12.—Twenty- 
eight hundred 
Mexican 
federal sol­ 
diers, six Mexican generals, 200,000 
rounds of ammunition, two cannons, 
four large field pieces and 1,500 civil­ 
ian refugees are in the custody of the 
United States army border patrol as 
the result of the federal army's evac­ 
uation of Ojinaga, Mex., its flight to 
American territory and the occupa­ 
tion of the Mexican village by Gen­ 
eral Francisco Villa’s rebel forces. 
The distress of the refugees is in­ 
tense. 
They have -scant food and no 
shelter. 
Men, women, children, dogs, 
chickens and cattle are packed to-1 
gether in a 
space covering 
several j 
acres. 
From a military standpoint the sit-1 
uation was regarded as being without i 
precedent, since in time of peace the r 
United States army never has had to J 
surround, disarm, hold in custody and 
care for so large a body of aliens. 
Less than five hundred cavalrymen 
handled the panic stricken mob of al­ 
most ten times their number. 
Other results of the rebel successes 
which placed General Villa's army in 
undisputed control of a vast section 
of Northern Mexico are: 
Federal Generals Marcedo, Castro, 
Orpinal, Romero, Aduno and I.anda 
are in custody of the United States 
troops awaiting their disposition by 
the war department. 


Several Generals Escape. 


General Pascual Orozco and General 
Ynez Salazar, federal volunteer com­ 
manders, escaped along the border to 
some point remote from Presidio. Sal­ 
azar was wounded. They were accom­ 
panied by General Caraveo and Gen­ 
eral Rojas and 300 cavalrymen. 
Salazar and Orozco are being watch­ 
ed for in the United States on indict­ 
ments charging them with violating 
the neutrality laws. 
General Landa said he was certain 
all the federal generals escaped the 
rebels. 
Charges of cowardice were made 
against Orozco, Salazar and Rojas. 
General Mercado said these generals 
abandoned their troops at the begin­ 
ning of the battle and thus weakened 
the federal defense. 
The only generals who quit the bat­ 
tlefield with honor, General Mercado 
said, were those who accompanied the 
federal army across the Rio Grande. 
Camped in Ojinaga, for the posses­ 
sion of which he had been fighting 
less than twenty-four hours previous­ 
ly. General Villa started the work of 
establishing 
rebel 
government. 
He 
telegraphed to General Carranza: 
“ I have proved my ability to cap­ 
ture Ojinaga.” 
The whole sweep of land leading 
to the heights of Ojinaga appeared to 
have been plowed up by the frantic 
rout of the federal army and the cag­ 
ier scramble into the village of Gener­ 
al Villa’s rebels.

The United States supreme court re­ 
cently held the laws constitutional 
and ordered Judge McPherson to dis­ 
solve the injunctions preventing their 
enforcement.

WARM SUFFRAGE CAMPAIGN 


Women Say They W ill Give Demo­ 
crats a Chance. 
Washington, Jan. 12.— Plans for a 
vigorous nationwide campaign to se­ 
cure a constitutional amendment giv­ 
ing suffrage to women were outlined 
by the Congressional Union for Wom­ 
an Suffrage. 
The program includes 
a schedule of “ demonstrations” that 
will, according to the suffrage leaders, 
“ awaken the country as never before 
to a realization of the issue and if 
necessary transfer the majority in 
congress to a party that will stand for 
suffrage.” 
“ We are perfectly willing to have 
the Democrats pass the amendment, 
hut if by the close of congress they 
have not taken action we will transfei 
their votes to a party that will act,” 
Mrs. Jessie Hardy Stubbs said in an­ 
nouncing the union's plans. 
‘‘We arc 
now giving them the opportunity of 
their fives and are waiting to see the 
result.” 


ALBANIA PREY OF FAMINE 


Washington, 
Jan. 
12.— The 
New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail­ 
road and the department of justice 
announce a preliminary agreement de­ 
signed to effect a reorganization of 
the New Haven and to prevent a suit 
for its dissolution under the Sherman 
law’. 
In compliance wdth the department’s 
demands the New Haven will dispose 
of its holdings 
in the 
Boston and 
Maine railroad, cancel its joint agree­ 
ment controlling the Boston and Al­ 
bany, give up its trolley lines and sev­ 
eral of its steamship lines. 
The ques­ 
tion of its retention of the so called 
sound lines of steamships will be left, 
for the present at least, to the inter­ 
state commerce commission. 
Under the Panama canal act the 
railroad is required to give up all 
steamship holdings by Ju ly I, unless 
the commission finds their continued 
operation by the railroad is to the 
commercial advantage of the people 
and not in restraint of competition. 
It is conceded that the department 
of justice 
gained practically 
every 
point it demanded.

FATAL EXPLOSION IN MINE 


Five W hite Men and Seven Negroes

Birmingham, Ala.. Jan. 12.— Twelve 
men, five whites and seven negroes, 
were killed 
in an explosion 
in the 
Rock Castle mine of the Devis Creek 
Coal company, thirty-five miles south 
of Birmingham in Tuscaloosa county. 
More than 200 men were at work in 
the min£ when the explosion occurred. 
All but twelve got out of the work­ 
ings before the after-damp affected 
them seriously. 
The explosion is believed to have 
been cf gas origin, igniting dust In 
the mine.

Concord, N. H., Jan. 12.—Harry Ken­ 
dall Thaw’ would not be a public men­ 
ace if he were released on bail, ac­ 
cording to the report of the commis­ 
sion appointed by Federal Judge Aid- 
rich 
to inquire 
into the 
state 
of 
Thaw’s mentality. 
The report 
says the commission 
finds Thaw is not now afflicted with 
any 
of 
the 
mental 
diseases 
from 
which he may have been suffering 
when he slew Stanford White. 
W hile the commissioners say that 
they have reached “ a definite and pos­ 
itive opinion as to the present mental 
condition of Thaw and his probable 
state of mind at the time of the homi­ 
cide,” they refrain from expressing 
this opinion in view of their instruc­ 
tions from the court not to embarrass 
any subsequent litigation where the 
broad question of insanity might be 
involved. 
"Upon the question of menace or 
danger through the granting of bail, i 
how’ever, we may be permitted and j 
probably are compelled.” the report j 
concludes, 
“ to 
record our 
findings j 
that w hatever may have been th e ' 
mental condition 
of Harry 
Kendall 
Thaw at the time of the homicide, 
upon which question we express no 
opinion, he is not now’ suffering from 
any of the forms of mental disease al­ 
leged by the prosecution at the time 
of the trials or subsequently thereto, 
namely — manic-depressive 
insanity, 
paranoia, dementia praecox or delu­ 
sional insanity. 


Liberty Would Not Be Menace. 


“ In our opinion it is reasonably 
probable that Harry Kendall Thaw’s 
liberty under bail would not be dan­ 
gerous or a menace to the public peace 
and safety.” 
The commission, 
which 
w’as 
ap­ 
pointed Dec. 17 last, consisted of Gen­ 
eral Frank S. Streeter, a lawyer of 
this city, as chairman; Dr. Morton 
Prince of Boston, Dr. G. Alderblumer, 
superintendent of Butler hospital for 
the insane, Providence, R. I., and Dr. 
Charles P. Bancroft, superintendent 
of the New Hampshire hospital for 
the insane of this city. 
The report is now in the hands of 
the clerk of the court and will be 
considered by Judge Aldrich early in 
the present week in connection with 
the petition of Thaw for admission to 
bail under habeas corpus proceedings. 
The receipt naming the commission 
the judge said after the prosecution 
of the report the interested parties 
would 
have 
an 
opportunity to 
be 
heard further before the question of 
bail finally is passed upon. 
No date 
for such a hearing has been set as 
yet. 
After referring briefly to Thaw’s 
second trial and his committal to Mat­ 
teawan state hospital as a victim of 
"maniac depressive insanity,” the re­ 
port says the commission examined 
ell the entries in the official record of 
the hospital relating to Thaw from 
Feb. I, 1908, to the date of his escape 
from the institution, Aug. 17, 1912. 
Transcripts of three cross-examina­ 
tions of Thaw by counsel for the state 
of New York on habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings instituted in his behalf were 
also inspected. 
Mental examinations of Thaw were 
made by the commission during four 
days in December and from time to 
time afterward. 
Careful physical examination to de­ 
termine the presence or absence of 
structural or functional disturbance 
of the nervous system also was made.

erally recognized that tile struggle will 
be between the Democrats and the Re­ 
publicans, with the Progressives an 
important factor iii the fight. 
Control of the senate is what the Re­ 
publicans desire, and it will be hard to 
obtain. 
The house will go according 
to a landslide, but landslides do not af­ 
fect the southern states. 
Those states 
will send about the same number of 
Democrats to both house and senate. 
It is in tile northern states where the 
political battle will be fought. 


Possible Senate Changes. 
The terms of thirty-two senators ex 
pire on the 4th of March, 1915, and 
their successors will be chosen during 
the present year. 
Of these seventeen 
are Republicans and fifteen Democrats. 
To the Democratic seats it is possible 
to elect Republicans In place of Cham­ 
berlain of Oregon, Newlands of Neva­ 
da, Shively of Indiana. Smith of M ary­ 
land. Smith of Arizona and Thomas of 
Colorado.

W hat of Progressives?

Progressives have candidates in the 
field for the bouse and tile senate the 
probabilities are that the Democrats 
will control l>oth branches of congress 
as a result of the election in 1914. 
Of 
course the Republicans have been pre­ 
dicting a Republican landslide and as­ 
serting that hard times will return the 
Republicans to power. 
And that is al­ 
together possible, but the times will 
have to be hard enough to make the 
Progressives return to their old al­ 
legiance.

The finding of Reely’a body on the 
bank of the St. Louis river led to an 
investigation,

disclosed 
the 
other murders. 
In a letter to Miss Hall Reely said 
that unless she stopped visiting the 
two bachelors he would kill them. 
The girl lived with her grandparents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Zearley, a short 
distance from the home of the mur­ 
dered men. 
She had not encouraged 
Reely’s 
attentions, 
it 
is 
declared, 
but rather spurned them. 
The girl thought the note was a 
joke and showed it to several of her 
friends. 
Her mother frequently sent 
her to the bachelors' home on errands 
and on other occasions the girl made 
friendly visits upon the elderly men. 
Reely’s parents live near Pauporea, 
which is twenty-five miles west of Du­ 
luth.

THE END CAME AT HIS HOME 


Had Built the Parker Store Occupied 
by George F. Murphy and Platted 
Parker’s Addition 


H eart failure on S aturday evening 
at l l o’clodk was th e cause of the 
passing away of Richard Parker, one 
of the pioneer business men of B rain­ 
erd and an old time printer. 
Mr. Parker, wTho was 73 years old, 
had been feeling well and H i k i n g 
steadily and the family had no ink­ 
ling th a t dissolution was so near. 
On Saturday evening as he sat a t 
home w ith his wife 
he 
suddenly 
passed away. 
Death came calmly and 
peacefully. 
He was born in Ramsgate, Kent, 
England, October l l , 1840. 
In 1868 
he was m arried to Miss Elizabeth 
Cossins. 
They came to th e United

Its Length and Strength Depend Upon 
the Lightning Flash. 
Lightning is the glare of a prodigious 
electric spark that is turned loose 
from 
some place no longer strong 
enough to hold It and forms a tre­ 
mendous blazing arc as it leaps from 
cloud to cloud or from cloud to earth. 
The little spark of a laboratory ma­ 
chine makes a crackling noise, and the 
gigantic one in the sky mnkes a cor­ 
respondingly great one aa it tears 
through the air and Nets up vibrations 
of tremendous Intensity. 
But it is noticeable in a thunder­ 
storm that the thunderclaps are of 
very different loudness and quality of 
sound.

discharge, but the loudness and sharp­ 
ness of the crack that comes before 
the peal depend chiefly on tile direc­ 
tion taken by the electric current rela­ 
tive to the hearer. 
The first crack or rending noise 
comes from the flash itself; the peal 
that follows consists of echoes from 
the clouds or mountain sides when 
hills nre near. 
Furthermore, the noise 
of the actual flash comes to us from 
all along the lightning’s path. 
We 
hear first that at the beginning of the 
flash and later the noise made toward 
the end of Its path. When this is short 
and we nre so situated with reference 
to it that tho whole report reaches our 
ears almost simultaneously, say in a 
quarter of a second, it sounds like one 
terrific thump or crash. 
But if tho 
electric arc is long und the noise takes 
two or three seconds to reach us com 
pletely It translates itself into a long, 
tearing roar. 
Thus you may Judge of 
the character of a lightning flash from 
its own report of proceedings.

Can­ 
non. enjoying the distinction of longer 
service in the house than any other 
man In the history of the United States, 
made several speeches in rapid succes­ 
sion, and each one was described in 
the public prints as his swan song. 
The night that he attended the fare­ 
well reception to Representative Mc­ 
Kinley of Illinois, also a “dead duck,” 
Uncle Joe was down on the program 
for a speech. 
“Every time I make a speech,” he 
declared, 
“the newspapers say I nm 
singing my swan song. 
Just to escape I 
that this time and to show that I’m a 
young buck with lots of years to live, 1 
I will now do a song and dance.” 
Whereupon he sang a coon song and 
did a dance that would have made a 
chorus girl turn green with envy. 
One of Fam ous Four. 
Although more than 13,000 men have 
served in the lower branch of congress 
since the house of representatives as­ 
sembled for the first time in 1789, only 
four of them served thirty years or 
more and Cannon, who served thirty-! 
eight, was at seventy-seven the young- j 
est old man in public life.

to the Forty-third congress, he was 
elected to every congress thereafter 
until his defeat in 1912 by Frank T.

lief one has but to notice how many 
persons leave instructions in their wills 
for the taking of special precautions 
to guard against this most dreadful of 
catastrophes. 
When embalming 
takes 
place, of 
course, there is no possibility of being 
buried alive, yet being killed by em­ 
balming fluid instead of being allowed 
to revive and spend many more years 
on earth is not the fate one would se 
lect. 
Although there is but one infallible 
sign of death—namely, putrefaction— 
yet there nre many other signs, no one 
of which is incontrovertible, yet that 
when taken together, even in the ab 
sence of putrefaction, make the diagno­ 
sis absolutely sure. 
The heart may stop beating, but thi* 
does not necessarily mean that the pa 
The writer recalls a 
case in his personal observation when 
a woman’s heart stopped beating thir­ 
ty-four times in twelve hours and each 
time was started up again by injec 
tions of brandy and of nitroglycerin. 
That is more than six years ago, and 
the woman is alive and strong today. 
It is often very difficult to tell the 
precise moment of death, but when 
the heart refuses to respond to stimu­ 
lation, when the body becomes rigid, 
when the blood coagulates and the eye­ 
balls become flaccid and lose their ten­ 
sion, then there is no doubt that death 
has come. 
The greatest safeguard 
against premature burial is the length 
of time that in this country elapses be­ 
fore the body is consigned to the 
ground.—New York World.
